Radish Shipments. 
From Glades Begin 
This Weekend 


The' first carloads of the 
multi-million dollar vegetab! 
crop will leave Belle Glade 
morrow when the Sam Sen! 


The Senter farms will harvest 
somewhere between 5000 and 
6000-36 oz. baskets of radishes 
a day from now till the end of 
the season, which is about June 
15th. Daily plantings of radish- 
es are now being made in order 
to supply this market. 

It takes about 100 employees 
to handle the radish crop on the 
Senter farms, from planting to 
market, 

However, the Sénter Farms 
handle other vegetables crops. 
Altogether they farm 5,200 
acres, of which 3,000 is in veget- 
ables and 2,200 is in sugar cane. 
Crops such as celery, corn, both | 
yellow and white, green, red, 
and savoy cabbage, six or seven | 
varieties of lettuce and also bro- | 
ccoli. 

Planting is on a year around 
basis, due to the fact that some| 
vegetables have to be planted| 
in beds and then transplanted. 
Harvesting of this crop runs 
from about Oct. Ist to June 15th. 

One hundred employees are 
on a year round payroll, but this | 
number climbs to over 800 dur- | 
ing the peak of the harvesting | 
season, 

Sam Senter has been farming 
in the Glades since 1945, but 
prior to 1951 it was on a small 
scale. In 1951 he established 
his,own packing house and set 
up-his own sales organization to 
handle the marketing of his 
many crops. In the last few 
years he also handles the sales 
of vegetables from 2,000 addi- 
tional acres for small farmers 
of this area, 

All in all, Mr. Senter expects 
to market the equivalent of over 
5,000 car loads of vegetables 
from his place on 12th St. N. W. 
in Belle Glade and the vege 
tables will go throughout the 
U. S. and Canada as well as 
foreign nations all over the 
world. 

Market conditions, according 
to Senter, look favorable at this | 
lime and should continue thru 
the season.

The more we read and listen to what is coming out of 

Washington these days, the more confused we become. 
1 We are told by our leaders in the Nation's Capitol that we 
| the people never had it so good. That prosperity blesses our land 
from coast to coast. However in the same or next paper to cross 
our desk we read that Congress has passed an anti-poverty bill 
and’ it proposes to “take the people out of the slums,” 

All Americans are against poverty in any form, but the 
idea that you can take any individual out of the slums, set him 
up in solid comfort and allow that individual to go on from 
there in the same manner as he has conducted hi 
past, will result in that individual slowly 
that he has peen use to in the past. 

Slum pis are created by people who are broke, Breke, both 
financially and morally, with at best a frustrated desire to better 
themselves. Broke in the ability to provide for themselves and 
crying for a’ welfare state to provide for them. 

* The solution does not lie in taking people out of the slums— 
rather it is in helping them to discover a new "faíth" in them- 
selves, 

It is not the houses in poor repair which are the germs of the 
slums. The slum grows from a diseased concept of the worth of 
self. “I” am important, "I" have value, "I" have recognition, or 
*]" am recognized by my parents, my neighbor or by any situa- 
tion which gives me pride in myself — not for the great things 
I have accomplished but only that "I" am accepted in some way. 
Energy is generated for slum clearance by the kind word, the 
pleasant smile or any action that accepts one as having value 

Beware, the kind word or the pleasant smile which is con: 
descepding, paternalistic, or for personal gain. It is a poisoned act, 
Though unintentional, it will destroy people, like those who 
placed fluorescent paint on watches. 

What we need is not a program of “taking the people out of 
the slums,” but a program of “taking the slums out of the people." 
Then and then only will we slow down the drift to a welfare 
state, a trend that if allowed to continue, will in the end, lead 
1o the destruction of all of us.

Religion in Japan seems to be an unorganized arrangement. 
People are making pilgrimages to Shinto Shrines and Buddhist 
Temples continually, and we always saw people praying eve 
where we went. At the entrance to each Shrine or Temple, we had 
lo remove our shoes, so took white s s to put on our feet. It 
amazing how beautiful and-h polished the wood floors 
were in all these buildings. Stores were kept open all day Sunday. 

On our first evening, we attended the Kukusai Theater where 
all the parts of the Play are taken by women. Beautiful girls in 
gorgeous kimonas and elaborate headdress danced in front of a 
backdrop of cherry blossoms, In one scene, the girls were dress- 


ed as Gauchos from the Argentine. group came out dressed as 
cowboys with large hats, fringed shirts, and pistols. In many of 
the Skits, the women were dressed as men. The dozens of girls 
in the Chorus line dressed in identical costumes were as well 
dressed as in any Broadway production, The daintiness and at- 
tractive features of these girls were outstanding. Anyone who 
saw the movie, “Sayanaro,” has a mental picture of these girls. 
At one time there-were three dozen girls in blue costumes with 
plumes to Mateh, and three dozen in yellow. Huge backdrops 
would swing around with hundreds of lights, blazing all over. 
This was done often, so the Jighting was brilliant and amazing. 
There are five hundred girls in t ing at this Theater and three 
hundred performing. Every year forty or fifty are chosen out 
of two thousand applicants.

There are seven floors, basement, and top floor with an ob- 
servatory, playland, birds, goldfish, soft drinks and convenient 
tables and chairs, Everything in the world seemed to be display- 
ed in this store, and it was a wonderful place to buy gifts, but 
unfortunately, many people here in the United States will not 
büy anything made in Japan, so probably would not appreciate 
1 gift from there. In the China department, there were dozens 
of patterns of China, all blue. Nearly all the kimonas were blue, 
and the school ch n dressed in blue uniforms. About one four- 
th of the women on the street were wearing kimonas. These 
were rather drab compared with the elaborate and bright colored 
ones seen in Hotels and Restaurants The working girls wore a dark 
skirt and white blouse usually. In the basement of this fabu- 
lous department store, we walked between rows of showcases of 
food that was beyond description — cookies and pastries of many 
colors, and fish in every form imaginable. When I wanted to 
buy a very attractive container of dried fish for Hors d'Oeuvres, 
I was told it could not be shipped to the United States, Sending 
packages home presented a problem. All packages must be label- 
ed “unsolicited gift" and the value. not over $10.00. More ex- 
pensive items had to wait and go-thru Customs.

Seat Belts Save Lives! 

A. M. Pettis, Extension safety 
leader, Florida Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service. 

Pettis points out that anyone 
who uses a seat belt is 8 to 10 
times safer than someone with- 
out a seat belt. If everyone had 
seat belts — and used them — 
at least 5,000 lives could be sa- 
ved each year. Serious injuries 

Buckle up for safety, advises 
could be reduced by one-third. 

If one is held inside the car 


ing thrown out, his chances of 
survival are much higher. 

A person is safest inside the 
car, The risk is five times great- 
er for persons thrown out of the 
car. Many times the person | 
lands on the pavement or sharp| 
objects and there is danger of| 
being run over by the automo- 
bile or other vehicles.
